Hc was 
very vague and could give me no particulars, though I 
gathere that the mig Bey Governnent had been asked whether 
“Bypt would receive then. As I then knew nothing o 
aatter beyond what Amin Osman had told me, I thought that I 
could express no opinion without further infornation which 
I suggested the Egyptian Goverment might obtain fron 
their representative at Angora. I askcd him to inform ne 
in due course but heard no more of this matter. 


2. Yesterday I asked Amin Osman whether he could give 
me any further information. He replied that he had asked 
the Secretary General of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs for 
the names of the deportees but he had heard nothing fron 
him. I suggested that jmin Osman should make enquiries of 
the Eeyptian Minister at Angora now in Cairo and he said he 
would.
